JAPS AMBUSHED 
BY THE RUSSIANS 


One of the Mikado’s Troop- 
ers Was Shot to 
Death. 


St. Petersburg, March !4.—General Seil- 
inski telegraphs as follows under yester- 
day’s date: 

“On March 7 our patrol disovered four 
of the enemy's posts on the Chong Cheng 
Ang river and a troop of cavalry acting 
as scouts near Patetchen, northwest of 
Anju. A Japanese cavalry patrol fell in- 
to an ambuscade prepared by our patrol 
and’ were dispersed, losing one killed. 
The Japanese left behind them a quantity 
of gtn cotton and some swords and 
blankets. 

‘The population of Manchuria is quiet. 

‘On the night of March I! the enemy’s 
ships explored Helena bay and the shore 
cpposite Senutchine with search lights. 

“According to the information which 
has been verified the Japanese have not 
made any attacks north of Gensen. 

‘The population along the Tumen river 
is favorable to us.”’ 


RUSSIANS FIRE 
ON LIFE SAVERS 


|Japanese Not Allewed To 


Rescue Sailors of the 
Czar. 


Tokio, March 14.—A supplementary re- 
port from Vice Admiral Togo concerning 
the effort made by the crews of the 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers in ac- 
tlon off Port Arthur on the 10th instant 
to rescue the crews of the disabled Rus- 
sian torpedo boat destroyers reached here 
today. 

Captain Shojiro Asai, commanding the 
flotilla of torpedo boat destroyers, states 
that the Japanese would have been able 
to rescue many more of the enemy but 
for .the' deadly fire of the shore batteries 
and the close approach of the Russian 
cruiser Novik. The report also explains 
that four men rescued were not part of 
the crew of the Stereguschtchi as origi- 
nally reported. 

When the Japanese rescuers reached 
the Stereguschtchi only the dead remain- 
ed on board and it is believed the living 
members of the crew jumped overboard 
and perished in the sea. Three of the 
rescued Russians are engineers and the 
fourth is a’ torpedo operator.. Two of the 
captives were slightly wounded. They 
were all placed on board of a Japanese 
battle ship and were given food and medi- 
cine. 


RUSSIAN SHELLS PLAYED 
HAVOC ON JAP CRUISER 
Port Arthur, March 14.—Two Ruagsian 
passengers of the st®amer Argun, cap- 
tured by the Japanese off the coast of 
Korea, February 7, and taken to Sasebo, 
have returned here. The passengers say 
that while at Sasebo, February 17, on 
board the the Tokai-Maru to which they 
had been transferred, they saw the Japa- 
nese cruiser Asuma being towed into 
that port. The Asuma was without 
smoke stacks, masts or bridge, and her 
decks had been plowed up by projectiles. 
The other Japanese prizes, the Mukden, 
Russia and Ekatorintoslaff, besides” the 
captured Russian whalers Michael, Nic- 
eoli and Alexander, were also at Sasebo 
when the passengers left them. The Ger- 
raan steamer Strolberg which brought 
from Vladivostock the survivors of the 
Japanese steamer Nakoniura, sunk by 
the Russians was stil] at Nagasaki. The 
two Russians add that they saw pictures 
at Sasebo representing the destruction of 
tthe entire Russian fieet. They say the 
wealthy Japanese are refusing to sub- 
scribe to the war fund.

BACKWARD MOVE 
FOR RUSS ARMY 


Admitted That the Russians 
Intend to Retreat, 


_Y¥in Kow, March 14.—The local Russian 
authorities are apparently incensed and 
manifestly much annoyed at the solicit- 
ous inquiries of the commanders of for- 
eign gunboats regarding the profected 
blockading of Liao river before the ar- 
rival of the Japanese, which later event 
_is regarded ag a foregone conclusion. 

Altnough the blocking of the Liao and 
also the defense of the settlement and 
native town are regarded as unattain- 
able, it is certain’that a disposition of 
guns and the arrangement of a defense 
plan already have been made. The arrival 
of General Kondratovitch a few days 
ago, however, arrested the arrange- 
ments and threatened to cause the aban- 
donment of the original intention. 

The best Russian information obtain- 
able at Port Arthur and Niuchwang 
admits the government’s intention to fall 
back indefinitely until the mobilization 
of 300,000 troops for the purpose of as- 
gsaulting and opposing the Japanese and 
probably 200,000 more to oppose the 
Chinese. *

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MANDAMUS ASKED 
~FORUDCE WIN 


Remarkable Action Is Taken 
by Attorney General Knox, 


Washington, March 14.—In the sgu- 


preme court today 
the United States, through Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox, applied for a writ of man- 
damus to compel Judge Francis J. Wing, 
of the United States district court of the 
nortkern district of Ohio, to take what 
the department of justice maintains is 
legal action with respect to certain Cni- 
nese exclusion cases. This is the first 
t.me in the history of the supreme court 
that the government has sought a writ 
of mandamus against a federal judge. 

In his application Attorney Genera! 
Knox maintains that Judge Wing, in 
holding unconstitutional that a part of 
the Chinese exciusion law which pro- 
vides for the deportation of alien Chinese 
after a hearing before a United States 
commissioner, is proceeding contrary to 
the decisions of the United States su- 
preme court, and is preventing the de- 
portation of Chinese who are unlawfully 
in the United States. 

According to the petition of Attorney 
General Knox, the procée@*ngs in Judge 
Wing's court are peculiar. Many Chinese 
exclusion cases recently have arisen in 
that district. Chinese persons said to 
be in this country unlawfully were taken 
before the United States commz:ssioner, 
Simpson, and by him were ordered de- 
ported. Their counsel then went before 
Judge Wing, with proceedings on appeal 
and on the showing made, the judge re- 
leased them. Subsequently Judge Wing 
refused to take the necessary steps to 
have the papers filed :n the district court 
which would enable the government to 
appeal] the cases to the United States 
supreme court. He held that the pruo- 
ceedings before him on an appea! from: 
the United States commissioner were 
before him as judge, and were not be- 
fore the district court, and that none 
of the papers, therefore, should be filed 
by the clerk of his court. The result has 
been to nullify al] efforts of the govern- 
ment to get the cases before the supreme 
court. 

Attorney General Knox urges fn his pe- 
tition that the supreme court district 
judge, Wing, have entered on the 
records of the district court all papers 
in Chinese cases in question and to treat 
all appeals made from the commissioner 
as made to the court, and not merely 
to the judge, as clearing the way for a 
direct appeal of cases in dispute to the 
supreme court.

Declared Illegal by United 
States Supreme Court 


DECISION RENDERED 
DY A MAJORITY OF ONE 


Five Judges Conourred and Four 
Dissented—Case Is One of the 
Most Notable Ever Passed 
Upon by the Supreme 
Court. 


Washington, March 14.—In the Untied 
States supreme court today an opinion 
was delivered in the merger case of the 
Northern Securities Company v. the Uni- 
ted States, in favor of the government 
contentions that the merger was illegal. 
of the court was handed 
down by Justice HaTtlan and it upheld the 
Gecrea of the circuft court for the dis- 
trict of Minnesota in every particular. 
Four of the justiceg dissented and five 
were in favor, constituting the majority. 

The division in the court was due to a 
difference of opinion as to the right of 
federal control of state corporations. The 
majority opinion proceeded on the theory 
that congress has a right under tthe con- 
stitution to contro! interstate commerce, 
no matter by whom conducted, while the 
minority dissenting opinion was based on 
the theory that in the present case the 
effort is to regulate the ownership of rali- 
road stocks by state corporations and 
that such ownership is not interstate traf- 
fic. 

Failed To Keep Secret. 

An effort was made by the court te 
prevent knowledge of the fact that the 
opinion was to be rendered today from 
getting to the public, but nevertheless it 
Was quite generally understood among 
newspaper men, attorneys and others for 
an hour or so before the. convening of 
court today that the decision would be 
announced. When, therefore, the mem- 
bers of the courf filed into the cham- 
ber at noon they were met by an ex- 
pectant crowd which filled every seat, 
both inside and outside the bar. Seated 
among the attornéys were Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox and Secretary Taft, and 
unusual number of senators 2nd mein- 
bers the house of representatives. 
There was No surprise manifested when, 
promptly on the assembling of the court, 
Justice Harlan began the delivery of the 
opinion. The fact that he had been se- 
lected for the preparation of the

company was organized November 13, 
190]. He then summarized very briefly 
the allegations of the government and 
the defense Of the Securities company. 
Of the government’s case, he said: 
“The government charges that if the 
combination was held not to be in vio- 
lation of the act of congress, then all 
efforts of the national government to pre- 
serve to the people the benefit of free 
competition among carriers engaged in 
tnterstate commerce will be wholly un- 
availing, and all transcontinental lines, 
indeed, the entire railroad systems, of 


the country may be absorbed, merged 


and consolidated, thus placing the public 
at the absolute mercy of the holding 


corporation.”’ 

And, of the railroad case: 

“The several defendants dented all the 
allegations of the bill, imputing to them 
@ purpose to evade the previsions of the 
act of congress or to form a combination 
or conspiracy having for its object either 
to restrain or to monopolize commerce 
or trade amorg the states or with for- 
eign nations. They denied that any 
combination or conspiracy was formed 
in violation of the act.’ 

Having outlined these preliminaries, 
Justice Harlan came imediately to the 
judicial decision of the case, and prac- 
tically indicted the decision of the court 
in the first sentence of the opinion prop- 
er. In that sentence, he said: 


“In our judgment the evidence 
fully sustains the material allega- 
tions of the bill‘and shows a viola- 
tion of the act of congress, insofar

He again recurred to the facts in the 
case and said that laying aside any 
minor things it was indisputable that 
upon the principal facts of the record 
under the jeadership of Hill and Morgan, 
the stockholders of the two railroad com- 
panies having practically paralle] lines of 
road had combined under the laws of 
New Jersey by organizing a corporation 
for the holding of the shares of the two 
companies, upon an agreed basis of value. 


Stockholders Disappeared. 

“The stockholders of these two com- 
peting companies disappeared as such, 
for the moment, but immediately reap- 
peared ag stockholders of the holding 
company which was _ therefore to 
guard the. interests of both sets of stock- 
holders as a unit, and to manage or cause 
to be managed, both lines of railroad as 
if held in one ownership. Necessarily by 
this combination or arrangement the 
holding company in the fullest sense dom- 
inates the situation in the interest of 
those who were stockholders of the con- 
stituent companies; as much So, for every 
practical purpose as if it had been itself 
a railroad corporation which had built, 
owned and operated both lines for the 
exclusive benefit of its stockholders. Nec- 
essarily, also, the constituent companies 
ceased, under such a combination, to be 
in active competition for trade and com- 
merce along their respective lines, and 
have become practically one powerful 
consolidated corporation by the name of 
a holding corporatién the principal, if not 
sole object for the formation of which 
was to carry out the purpose of the orig- 
nal combination under which competition 
between the constituent companies would 
cease.” 

He said that the stockholders of the 
two old companies are now united in 
their interest, preventing all competition 
between the two lines and that they 
would “take care that no persons are 
chosen directors of the holding company 
who will permit competition between the 
constituent epee. the result being 
that all the/earnings of the companies 
make a common fund in the hands of the 
Securities Company upon the basis of the 
certificates of the stock issued by the 
holding company. 

In the Meaning of Act. 

No scheme or device could more cer- 
tainly come within the words of the act 
“combination in the form of a trust or 
otherwise in restraint of commerce 
among the states or with foreign na- 
tions,”” or could more effectively and cer- 
tainly suppress free competition between 
the constituent companies, This com- 
bination is within the meaning of the 
act a “‘trust,’’ but if not it is ea conibina- 


hational commerce and that is enough 
to bring it under the condemnation of 
the act. The mere existence of such a 
combination and the power acquired by 
the holding company «as trustee for tTie 
combination sonstitutes a menace to, and 
a restraint upon that freedom Of cOm- 
merce, which congress intended to recog- 
nize and protect, and which the public is 
entitled to have protected. If not de- 
stroyed all the advantages that would 
naturally come to the public under the 
operation of the general law of compe- 
tition, as between the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific railway companies 
will be lost and the entire commerce of 
the Immense territory in the northern 
part of the United States between the 
great Takes and the Pacific at Puget 
sound would he at the mercy of a single 
holding corporation organized in a state 
distant from the people of that terri- 
tory. 

Hie agreed with the summing up by 
the ejrcuit court of the reSults of the 
combination which was that it places the 
control of the two roads in the handa 
of a single person and, second, that it 
destroyed every motive for competition 
between the two lines by pooling their 
earnings, notwithstanding both were en- 
gaged in interstate traffic. 


Authorities on the Case. 

Entering upon an investigation of the 
authorities bearing upon the case, Jus- 
tice Harlan qtwted the Knight, the 
freight association, the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation, the Hopkins, the Anderson, 
the Addistone Pipe and Steel Company 
and the Montague-Lowery cases. He de- 
duced from the consideration of these 
precedents the following proposition ag 
applied to the present case: 

That although the act of congress, 
known as the anti-trust act, makes no 
reference to the mere manufacture and 
production of articles or commodities 
within the limits of the several states, it

That the act is not limited to restraints 
of interstate and international] ‘trade or 
commerce that are unreasonable in their 
nature, but is directed against all direct 
restraints, reasonable or unreasonable, 
imposed by any combination, conspiracy 
or monopoly upon such trade or com- 
merce. 

That railroad carriers eng€ged in inter- 
state or international trade or commerce 
@re embraced by the act. 

That combinations, even among private 
manufacturers or dealers whereby inter- 
state or international commerce is re- 
strained, are equally embraced by the 
act. 

That congress has the power to estab- 
lish rules by which interstate and inter- 


or conspiracy 


} national commerce shall be*governed and 


by the anti-trust act, has prescribed the 
rules of free competition among those en- 
gaged in such commerce. 

That every combination or conspiracy 
which would extinguish competition be- 
tween otherwise competing railroads, en- 
gaged in interstate trade or commerce, 
and which would in that way restrain 
Such trade or commerce is made illegal 
by the act. 

Effect of Competition. 

That the natura] effect of competition 
is to increase commerce and an agree- 
ment whose direct effect is to preVent 
this play of competition, restrains in- 
stead of promotes trade and commerce. 

That to vitiate a combination such as 
the act of congress condemns it need not 
be shown that such combination, in fact, 
results or will result in a total suppres- 
sion of trade, or result in a complete 
monopoly, but it only essent:al to 
show that by its necessary operation it 
tends to restrain interstate or interna- 
ional trade or commerce or tends to 
create a monopoly in such trade or com- 


is 


advantages that flow from free compe- 
tition. 

That the constitutional guarantee of 
liberty of contract does not prevent con- 
gress from prescribing the rule of free 
competition for those engaged in inter- 
state and international commerce. 

That under its power to regulaie cOm- 
merce among the several states and for- 
eign nations, congress had authority to 
enact the statute in question. 

Justice Harlan took up the contentions 


of the counsel for the Securities company 
'and in presenting them said that “un- 
derlying their argument is the idea’that 
as the Northern Securities Company i 
a corporation, and as its acquisition of 
the stock of the railroad companies is 
not,inconsistent With the powers con- 
ferred by its charter, the enforcement 
of the act of congress against these cor- 
porations will be in its operation an in- 
terference by the national government 
with the internal commerce of the states 
creating those corporations.” 


Right of Federal Control. 

To this objection, Justice Harlan 4di- 
rected a very large share of his opin- 
jon, returning frequently during the 
course of his remarks to a presenta- 
tion of the right of federal control over 
state direction in such cases. Speaking 
of the states rights plea of the railroad 
representatives, he said: 

“This view does not timpress us. 
There is no reason to suppose that con- 
gress had any purpose to interfere with 
the internal affairs of the state, nor is

the constitution or the laws of any state 
to the contrary noOtwithstanding—’ Su- 
preme over the states,- over the courts, 
and even the people of the United Siates, 
the source of all power under our gov- 
ernmental system, in respect of the ob- 
jects for Which the gonstitullm was or- 
dained., 

An act of congress, constitutionally 
passed under its power to regulate laws 
in the states, is binding on us ail as much 
So as if it were embouied in terms in the 
constitution itself. Every judicial officer, 
whether ot a national or a state court, ig 
under the obligations of an Oath to so 
regard a lawtul enactment of congress. 
Not even a state, still less one of its ar- 
tificial creatures, can stand in the way 
of its enforcement. If it were otherwise 
the government and its laws muSt be 
prostrated at the feet of local authori- 
ty.” 

He brushed aside ag scarcely worth 
mentioning the contention on the part 
Securities company that the ques- 
involved is the right of an indi- 
vidual to dispose of: his stock in a state 
corporation and that in such transactions 
the individuals whose interests are in- 
volved are subjeet only to the restraint 
of state laws. Merely referring to those 
objections, he said: 

“it is unnecessary in this case to con- 
sider such abstract general ® questions. 
The court,’’ he went on, ‘‘need not con- 
cern themselves in it. They are not here 
to be examined and determined and may 
as wel] be left for consideration in some 
cases necessarily involving their deter- 
mination.” > 


Position of the Government. 

Justice Harlan also referreg to the ar- 
gument that the position of the govern- 
ment amounts to declaring that the own- 
ership of stock in a railroad corporation 
is in itself 
other similar declarations, 
menting upon these, he said: 

“We do not understand that the gov-

ernment makes any such contentions or 
takes any such positions as those state- 
ments imply. It does not contend that 
congress may control the mere owner- 
ship of stock in a state corporation en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. It does 
not contend that congress can control 
the organization or mere ownership of 
the state corporations authorized by 
their charters to engage in interstate 
and inernational commerce, But it does 
contend that congress may protect the 
freedom of interstate commerce by any 
means that are appropriate and that 
are lawful and not prohibited by the 
conStitution. It does contend that no 
State corporation can stand in the way 
of the enforcement of the national will, 
legally expressed. What the government 
particularly complains of, indeed, all 
that it complains of here, is the exist- 
ence of a combination among tiie stock- 
holders of competing ilroad compa- 
nies, which, Ifn violation Jot the act of 
congress, restrains interstate commerce 
through the agency of a common corpo- 
ration trustee designated to act for both 
companies in repressing free competition 
between them.”’ 


The Right of Congress. 

The opinion then takes up the right of 
congress to enact such legtslation as the 
anti-trust law and goes into an inquiry 
as to how far the courts may go in order 
to give effect to such an act to remedy 
the evils designed to be suppressed by it. 
Quoting the famous declaration of the 
court {n the case of McCulloch v. Mary 
land, that the government ordained and 
establishéd by the constitution {fs within 
the limits of the powers granted to it, 
‘the government of all: that it represents 
and acts for all anda is supreme within 
its sphere of action,”’ Justice Harlan said 
it was the Intention of legislation of this 
character to prescribe a rule for inter- 
State and international commefce which 
should prevent vexation by combinattons, 
conspiracies or monopolles which restrain 
commerce by destroying or _ restricting 
competition. He then added: 

“We say that congress has prescribed 
such a rule because in all the prior cases 
in this court the anti-trust act has been 
construed as forbidding any combination 
which by {ts necessary operations de- 
stroys or restricts free competition among 
those engaged in Interstate commerce. 
In other words, that to destroy or re- 
strict free competition in interstate com- 
merce was to restrain such .commerce. 
Now can this court, in reason, say that 
such a rule is prohibite @ oy the constitu- 
tion or is not one that congress could ap- 
propriately prescribe when exerting its 
power under the commerce clause of the 
constitution? Whether the free operation 
of the normal laws of competition is a 
wise and wholesome rule for trade and 
commerce is an economic question which 
this court need not consider or determine. 
Many persons, we may judicially know. 
of wisdom, experience and learning, be- 
lieve that such a rule is more necessary 
in these days of enormous wealth than it 
ever was in any former period of our his- 
tory; indeed that the time has come when 
the public needs to be protected against 
the exactions of corporations wielding 
the power which attends the possession of 
unlimited capital: 

‘‘Be this as it may, congress has, tn ef- 
fect, recognized the rule of free competi- 
tion, when declaring illegal every combi- 
nation or conspiracy in restraint of inter- 
State and international commerce. If, in 
the judgment of congress, the public con- 
venience or the general welfare will be 
best subserved when the natural laws 
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these engaged in interstate cOmmerce, 
that must be, for all, the end of the mat- 
ter, if this is to remain a government of 
laws and not of men.” 


As to Railway Corporations. 


Taking up the contention that railroad 
corporations created under the laws of a 
state only can be consolidated with the 
consent of that state, Justice Harlan 
said he ‘could not understand why this 
suggestion was made in this case, ‘“‘for,”’ 
he went on, ‘“‘there is no pretense here 
that the combination here was under the 
authority of the states under whose jaws 
hese railroad corporations were char- 
tered.’’ 


He then quoted the case of Gibbons 
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repugnant to the constitution

fendants,”’ he said, ‘‘could not be sustain- 
ed without in effect overruling the 
decisions of this court, to the 
and validity of the anti-trust act.

When Arrested They Decline 
To Divulge Their Names 


Officers Believe They Are Profes- 
sional Shop Lifters—Efforts To 
Have Goods Identified.

Two neatly dressed white women, both 

of whom refuse to divulge their names or 
give any information regarding them- 
selves were arrested yesterday afternoon 
by City Detectives Kilpatrick and Lan- 
ford and are held in the police barracks 
suspected of being professional shoplift- 
ers. ; 
The officers have recovered a trunk, 
containeq about $500 worth of valuable 
goods, believed to have been stolen from 
various Whitehall street stores. The con- 
tents of the trunk consist of several bolts 
of handsoms black and white silk, five 
very fine hats, and a lot of embroidery 
and other valuable dress goods. The 
goods are now held at the police barracks 
awalting identification. 

The prisoners deny that they are guilty 
of theft, but beyond this the police au- 
thorities have been unable to gather lit- 
tle information from them. They steadily 
declined last night to reveal their identity 
or place of residence. The women were 
kept last night in charge of Mrs. Bohne- 
feld, the police matron. No record of 
any kind was entered on the police don- 
kets, concerning the ,.women, because of 
the fact that they refuse to tell their 
names, The authorities are of the 
opinion’ that the women 4o not reside in 
Atlanta. 

The arrests were mado in a boarding 
hcuse at 25% South Pryor street. The 
two women went there yesterday morning 
and endeavored to secura board. ‘The 
landlady informed them that she had no 
extra room in the house and could not 
accommodate them. The strangers are 
said to have then asked the privilege of 
leaving thair trunk jn the jiows 
few hours. 

This permission was granted. and it is 
stated that a short time afterwards this 
trunk was sent to the house. The un- 
known women, it fs stated, visited the 
house several times and deposited bundles 
in the trunk, informing the landlady ‘that 
they conducted a country store and were 
buying goods for it.. Someone, however, 
finally suspected that the women wers 
shoplifters and after following them, to 
ascertain where they went, notified the 
detective department. 

Detectives Kilpatrick and Lanford were 
detailed on the case and visited the Prvor 
Street boarding house. The strangers 
were not In the house at the time and so 
the detectives decided to wait for them. 
Shortly afterwards, it is stated, the wo- 
men came in with some bundles tn their 
possession, and the officers took them in- 
to custody. An investigation revealed the 
contents of the trunk and this, together 
with the prisoners, was taken to the po- 
lice station. The officers believe that the 
goods came from several different stores 
and are anxious that they be identified.

The first condition is, of course, har- 
mony among those who are sincere

Does Beef Eating Breed Tuberculosis. 

Dr. George D. Barney, the New York 
consumption specialist, advances a new 
theory as to the origin and spread of 
tuberculosis, a subject prolific in lit- 
tle else than theory. 

Dr. Barney claims to have discov- 
ered, after more than a year’s dili- 


. gent experiments, that the bacilli or 


tubercle of the “great white plague” 
find lodgment in the human system, in 
a large per cent of cases, as the direct 
result of eating germ-infected beef. 
He declares: 

Eliminate this evil of contaminated beef 
and contaminated milk and gre will have 


eliminated the cause of 25 per cent of ail 
the cases of consumption in the United 


States. 

It is a well known fact that cattle 
are subject to tuberculosis. It is stated 
that about four out of ever 100 beef 
animals that pass through the slaugh- 
ter house ere diseased in this regard, 
while practically the same proportion 
will hold good with reference to milch 


cows. 
If it is true that consumption is 


transmitted to the human system by 
eating diseased beef and drinking mi- 
crobic milk, it is easy to see why the 
dread malady is so prevalent, for, in 
the United States at least, there is. 
no inspection of slaughter pens or 
of dairies worthy of the name, to say 
nothing of the cattle killed and the 
milk drunk in the rural] districts. The 
United States is said to be more lax 
in enforcing an inspection of cattle for 
meat and milk than any of the ad- 
vanced nations of the world. It is 
pointed out that Germany, where a 
rigid system of ‘inspection prevails, is 
steadily reducing the number of con- 
sumption cases in the empire and 
making a remarkable showing in this 
species of health statistics. 

If the experiments conducted by 
this New York scientist are shown to 
be authoritative, the result wil? doubt- 
less be to put the United States on 
the rigid inspection basis prevailing 
in European countries. As it is, offi- 
cial examinations are perfunctory and 
superficial, whole carloads of cattle 
being O. K.’d with a glanee of the in- 
Spector’s eagle eye, whereas, in many 
instances, a microscopi¢ examination 
would be necessary to develop the 
presence of tubercle. Dr. Barney de- 
clares that, on the average, a con- 
scientious and competent inspector 
would be able to examine but ten ani- 
mals an hour. 

The right kind of an inspection 
would, therefore, involve a large num- 
ber of official inspectors and largely 
increased appropriations for the pur- 
pose, but if the service is as vital to 
health as is claimed, it must be had 
at any cost. 


Chinese to Dig Canal? 

Rear Admiral Walker, the chairman 
of the Panama canal commission, told 
the members of a congressional com- 
mittee the other day that in case it 
should develop that a sufficient num- 
ber of negroes cannot be obtained 
from Jamaica and other parts of the 
West Indies to do the work, he will 
be in favor of securing Chinese coolies 
to dig the canal. 

This talk may give rise to criticism 
out on the Pacific coast, where the 
Chinese question fs always live as an 
issue, but a great many people who 
have looked into the labor problem of 
the tropics will give strong indorse- 
ment to Admiral Walker’s position. 

It will be recalled that an esteemed 
correspondent of The Constitution, a 
Georgia farmer, started quite a con- 
troversy last summer by his oven ad- 
vocacy of the Chinaman as a superior 
agricultural worker, especially for hot 
climates. He showed that the China- 
man is the chief reliance of the trop- 
ical planter or promoter in all lands; 
that although he comes, as a rule, 
from portions of the Chinese empire 
which are not tropical, he seems 
never to be knocked out by extreme 
heat, but in the Philippines, in the Ma- 
lay states, and at Singapore he is as 
energetic and as vigorous as he would 
be in the temperate zone. From these 
facts, this Georgfa farmer contended 
that the importation of a proper num- 
ber of Chinese coolies into Georgia 
would prove the salvation of the farm- 
ing interests of the state. 

A good many persons did not agree 
with his conclusions, and there was a 
general consensus of opinion that his 
project was not practicable, but the 
controversy was valuable because it 
brought to light facts about the China- 
man which most people did no know. 

If one-half that is said in his behalf 
is true, the Chinaman would seem to 
be the ideal workman for the canal 
strip. It is certain that whoever un- 
dertakes that job will have but little 
competition. No American workmen 
will be seeking the opportunity to en- 
gage in the heavy work of digging at 
the price which such labor will com- 
mand. There will be Americans 
enough for tye “soft things,” if there 
are any, but there will be no rush for 
the roustabout jobs. 

The Springfield Episode. 

In their comments on the lynching 
affair in Springfield, Ohio, and the 
further excesses that accompanied the 
episode, the able banca to the north 
of us are more suécessful in their de- 
nunciations than they are in their ex- 
planations. They declare that a great 
crime has been committed, and that 
the demonstration following that 
crime marks a “general and compre- 
hensive passion for massacre” calcu- 
lated to make one stand aghast at the 
horror and barbarity of the specta- 
cle. 

To this we agree; the statement 
cannot be disputed; but what then? 
What is the explanation? According 
to the press reports that have gone 
out from Springfield it seems to be the 
fact that “practically the entire white 
population wes in sympathy with the 
mob,” and we are told furthermore 
that ‘‘many of Springfield’s best people 
have participated.” That is to say, 
because one negro criminal murdered 
a white man, a community of civilized 
and prosperous whites, in a section 
where everybody is supposed to be in 
favor of conferring every right and 
privilege on the colored people, not 
only mutilate and lynch the murderer, 
but pursue innocent negroes with the 
revolver, and apply the torch to their 


homes. 
The explanations that have been 


made are very far from explaining. 
We are informed that in every north- 
ern community where there are negroes 
the circumstances are such that they 
are compelled to live in colonies by 
themselves, the ‘good with the bad, 
and that these colonies are the resort 
of the worst element of the negro pop- 
ulation. In short, the negro colonies, 
characteristic of northern communi- 
ties, constitute an eyesore. 

But there is more information than 
explanation in this. We would sup- 
pose, in view of all that has been said 
about the rights and privileges to 


which the negroe is entitled, that con- 
ditions would be different in northern 
communities. The south has been 
charged not only with brutally mal- 
treating the negro, but with cruelly 
humiliating him, and the charge has 
been repeated every day for more than 
two generations in some quarter of the 
north; but when we are told that he 
is fenced off in colonies by himself, 
where he is compelled to consort with 
the criminals of hig race, our eyes are 
opened to the fact that the northern 
pretense of sympathy is for the most 
part hypocrisy. 

But the information itself is stale, 
and we do not care to dwell on it. A 
more important thing to know is why 
the best people of a northern commu- 
nity should indulge in wholesale incen- 
diarism when a negro criminal shows 
forth the fruits of his environment. 
It seems to us that it is incunfbent 
on those who have been holding the 
south up as an example of cruelty and 
brutality to take the trouble to give 
a rational explanation of the recent 
events in Springfield, Ohio. For the 
most part the negroes in southern 
communities live in settlements by 
themselves, and it is to be supposed 
that the criminal classes among them 
also find shelter in these settlements. 
There are murders and killings by ne- 
gro criminals in the south as else 
where, but when one of these occur, 
no southerner ever thinks of visiting 
condign punishment on negroes who 
are known to be innocent. 

Now, our esteemed northern con- 
temporaries may talk about the south 
and the negro until their pens run dry, 
or.their presses break down, but they 
will not change the deplorable fact 
that race hatred is so active at the 
north that wherever a negro criminal 
makes a demonstration the fact 
is made an excuse for applying the 
torch to the homes of the colored peo- 
ple, good and bad alike. We - still 
await the explanation that shall be in 
accord with the known facts of the 
episode in Ohio.

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The Cheapening of Military Titles. 

There is general commendation of 
a recent decision of high officials of 
the navy department against the in- 
discriminate application of the title 
“admiral” to the heads of the differ- 
ent bureaus. That decision is based 
upon common sense. The idea of call- 
ing the chief doctor, or the chief pay- 
master, or the chief constructor by 
a title which, to be worn properly, 
should have been won in the fighting 
arm of the navy, is repugnant to all 
Americans who have a healthy regard 
for the traditions, and admiration for 
the valor, of our navy. 

The same feeling of repugnance 
must be felt toward the cheapening 
of military titles for which congress 
is largely responsible. No more glar- 
ing instance could be found of the de- 
plorable practice of advancing favor- 
ites by legislation insidiously attached 
to a general appropriation bill than is 
furnished by the acfion of the senate 
in conferring the title of major gen- 
eral upon Brigadier General Ains- 
worth. | 

If the title “general” is to mean 
anything substantial, it should be con- 
ferred only upon such men as have 
real military knowledge and experi- 
ence. It may be that is an old-fash- 
ioned idea, but it is certainly held by 
the majority of the people of fhis coun- 
try. Here is a man whose gervice has 
been confined entirely to a desk in 
the war department. Granted that as 
the head of a division of that depart- 
ment he brought order out of chaos, 
put his division on a busines basis, 
and saved the government money— 
which is all his friends claim for him 
—the fact remains that his service 
has been solely of a clerical character. 
Yet by the grace of his friends in 
congress he has, by special legislation, 
been made first a colonel, then a brig- 
adier general, and, if the action of the 
senate at this session is permitted to 
stand, he will be elevated to the rank 
of major general. 

Nobody can object to Ainsworth or 
any other employee of the government 


being given adequate compensation in’ 


return for the service he has rendered. 
The impression is strong down this way 
fhat save, perhaps, in. the case of a 
few high officials, the compensation 
meted out by the government is ex- 
ceedingly liberal. As brigadier gen- 
eral, this particular official is paid ap- 
proximately as much as any of the 
chief assistants in the executive 
branches of the government or the ex- 
pert bureau chiefs—he now gets as 
much as goes to a member of congress 
with the valuaole certainty of the re- 
tired list in addition. If General Ains- 
worth has rendered such distinguish- 
ed service in his clerical or directory 
capacity as to warrant bis being paid 
the annual salary of a cabinet min- 
ister, let congress so direct; but 
to give him this and in addition the 
title of major general is certainly too 
much, 

Major general is the highest army 
rank. It should be borne only by sol- 
diers. Here is a man who through 
specia] favoritism reaches it from the 
office’ of army doctor, and. without 
ever having made pretense to real 
army service. Sir Joseph Porter, of 
“Pinafore” fame, rose to be com- 
mander of the “queen’s navee” by 
sticking close to his desk and never 
going to sea; General Ainsworth de- 
serves recognition as the American 
Sir Joseph.

St, Stice Harlan said the prediction 
had been made that disaster to bus:ness 
and widespread financial ruin would fol- 
low the execution of jts provisions, and 
he added that such predictions had been 
made in connection with al] preceding 
cases under that act, ‘but,’ he said, 
“they had not been ver;fied.”’ 

Justice Harlan set aside as fallacious 
the argument that the acquisition of 
Stock by the Northern Securities Com- 
pany was in the nature of an investment. 
Sayipg that there had been no actual 
investm¥nt in any substantial sense. In 
this connect.on he referred to. Mr. Mor- 
an as authority for the statement that 
the stock had been transferred to the 
Securities company merely for the pur- 
pose of suppressing competition, and in 
support of this statement quoted the 
testimony of Mr. Morgan, in which he 
had said that the Securities company had 
been created a custod:an because it had 
no other ailiances. ‘‘This,”’ said Justice 
Harlan, “disclosed the actual nature of 
the transaction, which was only to or- 
Sanize the Securities company as a hold- 
ing company, in whose hands, as a pur- 
chaser or absolute owner, but simply 
as custodian, were to be placed the 
stocks of the constituent companises.” 

Referring to the decree of the circuit 
court, Justice Harlan said that no valid 
objection could be made to it in form or 
in substance. 

‘The decree,’ said Justice Harlan, “if 
executed, will destroy, not the property 
interests of the original stockho’ders of 
the constituent companies, but the power 
of the holding corporation, as the in- 
strument of an illegal combination, to 
do that which, if done, would restrain 
interstate and international commerce.” 

Justice Harlan, in conclusion said: 

“The judgment of the court is that the 
decree below be, and hereby is, affirmed, 
with liberty to the circuit court to pro- 
ceed in the execution of its decree as the 
circumstances may require.” 

Justice Brewer’s Views. 

Justica Brewer, Brown, McKenna and 
Day concurred in this opinion, and they, 
with Justice Harlan constituting a ma- 
jority of the court, made it the opinion 
of the court. Justice Brewer, however, 
did not accept the reasoning of Justice 
Harlan in all its details, and therefore 
delivered a brief opinion of his own. He 
expressed the opinion that some of the 
recent decisions of the court in anti-trust 
cases had gone too far,.and after men- 
tioning several of them, he said: 

“Instead of holding that the anti-trust 
act included all contracts, reasonable or 
unreasonable, in restraint of interstate 
trade, the ruling should have been that 
the contracts there presented were in 
themselves unreasonable restguints of in- 
terstate trade, and therefore within the 
scope of the act.

The Dissenting Justices. 

The dissenting justices, including Chief 
Justice and Justices White, Peck- 
ham and Holmes, presented two opinions, 
giving their reasons for not agreeing 
with the majfjority of the court in the de- 
cision reached. The first of these was 
delivered by Justice Holmes, and the sec- 
ond by Justice White. Justice Holmes, 
in his opinion contended that the anti- 
trust statute is of a criminal] nature, and 
said: 

“It is in vain to insist that this is not a 
criminal] preceeding. The words cannot 
be read one way ina suit which is to end 
in a fine and imprisonment, and another 
way in one which seeKs an injunction. I 
am no friend of artificial interpretations, 
because the statute is of one kind rather 
than another, but al] agree that before a 
statute is to taken to punish that 
which always has heen lawful, 
express its intent in clear words. So I 
say, we must read the words before us 
as if the question were whether two 
small exporting grocers should go to 
1a." ‘ 

He conceded, he said, for the purpose of 
discussion, that congress might take 
steps not only to regulate commerce, but 
also to regulate instruments of com- 
merece, or contracts, the bearing of which 
upon commerce would be only indirect. 
But the mere fact of an indirect effect on 
commerce not shown to be certain, he ar- 
gued, would not justify such a law. 

Referring to the contention to the 
effect the acquisition of the stock of the 
Great Northern and the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad Companies would have in 
preventing competition between the two 
roads, Justice’ Holmes said:

Why White Dissents. 

Justice White's opinion was of consld- 
erable length, and required more than 
an hour for its delivery. He based his 
remarks upon what he said were the 
two pr.ncipal questions at issue, which 
wt re, “Does the anti-trust act, when 
rigntfully interpreted, apply to the ac- 
QGuisition and ownership by the Northern 
Ssecuri the stock in the 
. Scoond, if it does, had 
power to regulate or con- 
such acquisition and ownership?” 
conside ring the question of power, 
on the assumption that 
the anti-trust act forbids the acquisition 
of a majority of the stock of two com- 
peting railroads engaged in cnterstate 
commerce by a corporation, but he held 
that the point at issue really was wheth- 
er congressional supervisiom extends to 
the regulation of the ownership of stock 
in raiitroads,. which fs, he said, not com- 
merce at all. He dwelt on the necessity 
for observing this distinction. “Does.” 
he went on, “the delegation of authority 
to congress to regulate commerce among 
the states embrace the power to regru- 
late the ownership of stock tn state 
corporations because such corporatyons 
may be part engaged in interstate 
commerce? Certainly not, tf such ques- 
tion is to be governed by the definition 
of commerce as given in the case of 
Gibbes v. Ogden.” 

He then announced his opin:on to be 
that stock ownership in a state cor- 
poration cannot be said to be in any 
sense traffic between the states or inter 
course between them. 

Justice White took isswe with the prop- 
Osition of the government . that con- 
gressional power over mterstate com- 
merce includes authority to regulate the 
instrumentalities of such commerce, and 
to regulate the ownership along with 
the possession of property if the en- 
joyment of such rights would enatie 
those who possess them if they engages 
in interstate commerce to exert a power 
over the same. Under this doctrine the 
sum of property to be acquired by !Indi- 
Viduais, or by corporations, the con- 
tracts which they would make, would be 
within the reguiating power of congress, 
If the wage earner organized to better 
his condition and congress belteved that 
the ex:stence of such organizaton would 
give power, {ff it were exerted, to affect 
interstate commerce, congress could for- 
bid the organization of all labor asso- 
ciations.

SIGNAL SYSTEM 
IS COMPLETED 


Fire and Police Signal Wires 
Are Placed Under- 
ground, 


The underground signal systems of the 
fire and police departments will proba- 
bly be completed during the latter part 
of the present week. It is believed that 
by the end of next week they will be 
ir regular operation by the two depart- 
ments. 

This igs the report that was made to 
the board of electrical] control, of which 
J. Sid Holland is chairman, during the 
meeting of yesterday morning. The re- 
port was made by City Electrician T. J. 
Harper, who handed to the board a type- 
written statement of tests that had been 
made of the signal systems. 

This statement and the bills accompany- 
ing it were referred by tthe board to Coun- 
cilman J. M. Stephens, who is an elec- 
trical expert. Councilman Stephens has 
power to act. f the tests are satisfac- 
tory to him he ft accept the work of 
the Safety Insulfted Wire and Cable Com- 
pany, of New Jersey, which had the con- 
tract for the underground signal sy 
tems, and will pay all bills that resulted 
from the testing of the systems. 

The fact that this work is ta be com- 
pleted wil! be learned with considerable 
gratification by officials of both the fire 
and police departments. The work of 
placing the signal systems of these de- 
partments underground began more than 
two years ago and for various reasons, 
but principally because of the lack of 
a sufficient appropriation to complete the 
work, it has been left unfinished. ‘lhe 
signal systems of the two departments 
are now in rather bad shape, but they are 
expected to be equal to similar systems 
anywhere in the country when the un- 
der ground conduit wires.are put in oper- 


ation.

DIETRICH CALLS 
HIS WITNESSES 


To Prove That He Wasn’t En- 
gaged in Selling Post- 
masterships. 


Washington, Merch 14.—The _ special 
committee appvinted to investigate 
charges against Senator Dietrich, of Ne- 
braska, resumed its hearing this after- 
noon, Senators Hoar and Spooner being 
present. William Dutton, of Hastings, 
was called and asked by Senator Hoar 
whether he had ever had a conversation 
with Mr. Rohrer, of Hastings, regarding 
the appointment of Mr. Haman as dep- 
uty postmaster under Fisher, and wheth- 
er he had gaid it would take $500 to 
bring about his appointment 

Dutton emphatically stated that he had 
never ‘talked with Rohrer about the 
matter. His testimony was brought out 
to controvert a letter sent District At- 
torney Summers from Mr. Rohrer, whera- 
in it was stated that he had a talk with 
Dutton regurding the appointment of 
Haman and thaé it Would cost Hamar 
$500. 

Senator Dietrich then put his witnesses 
on the stand, calling Adam Breed, of 
Hastings.

TOOMER URGED STATE RIGHTS. 


Attorney in Case Talks of State and 
Federal Government. 


Savannah, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
In the United States court ‘today, Judge 
Speer heard demurrers to the indictment 
of Thomas J. McClellan, of Ware coun- 
ty, for peonage. W. M. Toomer, of Way- 
cross, made a forcible argument for Mc- 
Clellan, urging state right’s doctrines in 
opposing United States jurisdiction. 

“The government of the United States 
is one of most limited powers,’’ declared 
Mr. Toomer. ‘‘What rights it has have 
been delegated to it by the several sov- 
ereign® states. The sovereign state of 
Georgia never delegated to the United 
States, or to a federal officer, the right 
to redress persona] wrongs or protect the 
personal rights of one of fts citizens. 
It never gave to it the right to prosecute 
Thomas J. McClellan for the offense 
charged in the indictment.” 

United States Attorney Akerman an- 
swered for the government. 

The McRee brothers, of Lowndes coun- 
ty, pleaded guilty to indictments brought 
against them for buying the time of ne- 
groes from McClellan. This was some 
weeks ago. McClellan demurred, gen- 
erally and specially, claiming that the 
acts of congress on which the indictment 
was predicated are unconstitutional and 
void.

DR. CARROLL MAKES ADDRESS 


Discussed the Use of the Word “‘Pro- 
testant” as Applying to 
Churches. 

“The so-called protestant churches have 
no historical right to the use of that 
name,” declared Dr. Carroll, recently re- 
turned from a course of study in the 
German universities, at the meeting of 
the Baptist ministers yesterday morning 
at the First Baptist church. 

“Protestant was first applied to a nar- 
row political sect in Saxony and had no 
religious significance whatever, and we 
have no legal right to use the word as ap- 
plied to the Baptist church or any of the 
other dhurthes that call themselves 
protestant.’’ 

Dr. Carroll made an extended argument 
on this line and at its conclusion he was 
liberally applauded. During the speech 
of another distinguished member of the 
conference he was called upon to state 
what was the idea of Dr. Haupt, a distin- 
guished German echolar and the author 
of a treatise on religious subjects that 
has attracted a great deal of attentign. 

On the subject of baptism Dr. Carrol] 
stated that he had always heard the 
professors state that ‘‘of course the bap- 
tism referred to in the Bible mang im- 
mersion,”’ 

Dr. Henry McDonald also addressed the 
gathering and in the course of hig re- 
marks he said that while on his visit to 
Kentucky he noted that affairs religious 
in that state were not in the shape they 
Ought to be. Among other points he men- 
tioned that there was a decided schism 
On account of the Goebel} matter. Dr. 
McDonald stated that while the matter 
Was little discussed now in the assemblies 
of the dhurch, yet he thought it still had 
considerable influence in dividing the peo- 
ple. 

“They will ccndemn the killing,” he 
said, ‘‘but will say that Goebel brought it 
on himself.”’ 

Dr. McDonald received a warm welcome 
from his old companions in the ministry 
in this state and his remarks were re- 
ceived with pleasure by those present.

This 
faith, if lack of appreciation proves it {Il- 
judged, will be lost in disappointment, 
and later efforts to find it will be a harder 
task even than has been the present ac- 
cumulation of interest. 

The failure of the orchestra idea would 
leave the musical life not merely at a 
standstill—a condition entirely out of 
keeping with Atlanta’s activity in other 
lines—but some steps backward on the 
road of progress owing to the discourage- 
ment that such a failure would mean to 
any other big musical plans. 

The success of the orchestra project, on 
the contrary, would stimulate other sug- 
gestions in the way of musical advance- 
ment, and Atlanta could soon occupy the 


same high rank in art among the cities.

captional development. One of the first 
and most direct results of a popular en- 
couragement sufficfent to Insure the suc- 
cess of the concert would be a festival 
of musio In May, the feasibility of one 
vanture forming the grounds for a farther 
Tisk, and the value of a festival of music— 
what it has done for other cities and 
what !t would mean to Atlanta—has been 
so exhaustively set forth as scarcely to 
need further comment.

It is for Atlanta people to change al) 
this and bring to pass an influx of culture 
that may soon be metamorphosed into an 
outflow, because Atlanta people are quick 


and adaptable, and no sooner do they 
realize a good than they cultivate it and 
soon have enough to give out to other 
people,

HE URGES BLACKS 
TO FIGHT WHITES 


Incendiary Sermon Is Delivered 
by Negro Preacher, 


Addressing New York Congregation, 
He Tells Negroes To Use the 
Torch and Bullet in Mak- 
ing Reprisal on the 
Whites. 


New York, March 14.—Employment of 
the torch and the bullet by the negro to 
defend his rights and to stop the lynch- 
Img of blacks by white men has been 
openly recommended in a sermon by 
Rev. F. M. Jacobs, in an African Meth- 
edist Episcopal church, of Brooklyn. He 
said the negroes of Springfield, Ohlo, 
where a black man was dragged from 
jail and strangled fo death by a mob, 
should carry on a war of reprisal and 
burn their enemies out of business. The 
sermon created a marked sensation. 

“You should contend unto death for 
your rights,’’ asserted the Rey. Jacobs. 
“No race has ever won anything without 
the shedding of blood. 

“If wars are good for witives they are 
good for races. Bishop Brown, of the 
Methodist Episcopal] church, says that a 
race war is inevitable in this country, 
and the negro will be exterminated. This 
Ys not true, for negro is no coward, he 
will fight and in a war between the r@es 
he will give as good an account of him- 
self as he did at Fort Wagner and be- 
fore Petersburg. They tell us to pray 
but we have been praying and praying 
and now Is the time for the negro to as- 
sert his manhood. 

“The day is coming, the hour fs ap- 
proaching, when this must be done, for 
mo race under the sun ever got its liber- 
ty without fighting for it. 

“There must be some sacrifice of Hfe, 
if need be, to obtafn the liberties of a 
people. 

‘Many of our Iives are to be sacrificed 
tf we are to attain to manhoe@ in this 
country. I love to tell you to pray, but 
al] prayers and no fighting will do no 
go00d.”’

EDUCATION DOES 
NEGROES NO GOOD 


This Is What Governor Varda- 
man Says in Velo Message 


Sends Bill Appropriating Money for 
Negro Normal School at Holly 
Springs — In: Message He 
Discusses Negro Ed- 
ucation. 


Jackson, Miss., March 14.—(Special.)— 
A profound sensation was sprung in the 
legislature this afternoon when Gover- 
nor Vardaman sent in a message vetoing 
the appropriation bi!l for the negro nor- 
mal school at Holly Springs, on the 
ground that this kind of education does 
the negro no good. The governor dis- 
cusses the question of negro education at 
much length and in part says: 


“If I thought the character of educa- 
tion for the negroes of Mississippi, for 
which this schoo] is intended, would 
produce beneficial results, I should most 
earnestly insist that the sum of money 
Proposed to be appropriated for that pur- 
pose be increased a hundred fold, but it 
does not. On the contrary, many years 
of experience has demonstrated that the 
effect its pernicious, rather than helpful, 
to the uthinking sentimental vagar.st, 
whose profound misinformation of tt 
matter is marvelous, or the  reason- 
para.yzed, sordid materialist, who views 
the question from afar off, the proposi- 
tion to educate (without regard to the 
character of education) is accepted as a 
—— from which good must unfailingly 

ow. 

‘‘Now, while the organic law of the 
nation, ignoring ail physical facts and 
truths, vindicated by experience, makes 
no distinction between the white and 
black races, but rather prohibits dis 
crimination in that ‘no state shall deny 
within its jurisdiction protection under 
the law’ or ‘abridge any right on ac- 
count of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude,” yet there is nothing in 
these provisions to prohibit the state 
from providing the necessary means and 
facilities for education, suited to the 
peculiar inherent moral, mental and 
physical qualitses of the negro. 

“The schools and methods of instruc- 
tion suited to the white race @o not fit 
the negro. Let that fact be kept perpet- 
ually before us. It will be remembered 
that the real negro in America is but one 
step (in the life of a race) removed from 
the bondage of barbarism and fetish 
worsh,p. In the land to which he springs 
indigenous, his forefathers now live, and 
have. lived, from the day when man’s 
first footprint was made on this earth, 
in a condition of mental and moral dark- 
ness, and in America, where he has at- 
tained a degree of civiization, he is yet 
deficient absolutely in those moral qual- 
ities which are necessary to form the 
substratum upon which to build = en- 
during. character. 

““Metr who have devoted intelligent and 
honest thought to the subject and fear- 
lessly pursued investigation, with the 
view of discovering the truth, have found 
some curious things regarding negro 
mentality. You may take a young negr 

fresh from the jungles of Africa, and th 
readiness with which he learns to read 
and write is remarkable; but it is all 
done like the parrot, in imitation of 
somebody else. Literary education—the 
knowledge of books—does not seem to 
produce any good substantial results 
with the negro, but serves rather to 
sharpen his cunning; breeds hope that 
cannot be fulfilled; ing@p.res asplrations 
that cannot be gratified; creates an in- 
clination to avoid honest labor; prv- 
motes indolence and, in turn, leads t 

crime. That’is the true story of the 
average negro, the correctness of which 
will hardly be questioned by an observ- 
ant student of the subject. 

“T wish :t understood that my objection 
to this bill does not grow out of a spirit 
of race hatred. I have no such feeling 
for the negro. On the contrary, I wish 
the race well. I should like to see It de- 
veloped along moral and industrial lines 
until it shal] become a positive factor fo: 
good, rather than a menace to our civil- 
ization—a blessing, than a curse. ‘The 
only hope for the consummation of that 
wish is for the state to take matters in 
hand, ignore the abuse and criticism of 
the ignorant time-servers of both the 
north and south, and give the negro 
that which the negro needs—educate hi's 
heart. and his hands; give him, if poss!- 
ble, a moral basis to build upon, and 
you will thereby help the negro and the 
state also.”’ 


COBB COUNTY 
MASS MEETING 


Resolutions Passed Re- 
garding State Sena- 


torship, 


Marietta, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)— 
The democratic executive committee of 
Cobb county passed a resolution today 
fixing April 20 as the date for nomina- 
tion of representatives, all county offi- 
cers and senator for the thirty-fifth sena- 


torial district. 

In reference fo the senatorial contest 
the following resolution was adopted by 
the committee: 

“Whereas, under the rotation system 
of force in the thirty-fifth senatorial dis- 
trict, it is now Cobb’s time to present 
the senator for the next term ,and this 
is true under both the old and new plans 
of rotation; and 

“Whereas, Cobb county has always 
been loyal to its agreement with the 
other counties and has kept them in good 
faith; therefore be it resolved, 

“I. That Cobb county relies upon and 
expects Fulton @punty to stand by the 
compact existing between the counties 
of said district, and under which Cobb 
county is entitled to the senator at the 
present time—a rule that was made at 
the instanc, of Fulton county, and the 
benefits of which Fulton county now on- 
joys. Any violation of this agreement 
at this time by Fulton county cannot 
be construed as less than an act of bad 
faith to this county. 

“2. That in the general primary to he 
held of April 20 the voters of this county 
to vote directly for a candidate for sena- 
tor for the thirty-fifth senatorial district, 
and that the tickets for said primary be 
so printed.

Tech and Mercer Meet In 


26, 


Next week college baseball will begin 
and a number of contests will take place 
on southern diamonds. 

Tech and Mercer will open the season 
in Atlanta Saturday, March 26. A great 
deal of interest Is attached to these con- 
tests, as Georgia, Mercer and Tech have 
formed an association and the champion- 
ship of the state in baseball will be ab- 
eolutely decided this year. 

Nine gameés will be played. Each ool- 
lege will play three games with the 
Other two members of the association 
and the team having the best percentage 
when the season comes to an end will 
be declared the champion of the state 
and will be awarded the coveted pen- 
nant. 

This is a departure from the ways of 
the past. For many years different col- 
leges throughout the south have claimed 
the southern championship and colleges 
in this state have made a bid for the 
state championship. Before it was im- 
possible to determine who had the right 
to decide, as the claims of each were 
equally strong. 

Last season Georgia, Mercer and Tech 
started the year with bright prospects. 
The red and the black of the university 
wis trlumphant over the ald gold and 
white of the blacksmiths, who were also 
defeated by the Baptists. Then the Geor- 
gia men went down to Macon and fn twa 
exciting games, One lasting eleven in- 
nings, managed to take both and put 
Mercer out of the running. Then Tech 
followed up Georgia's advantage and 
Succeeded in winning two from Mercer. 

Georgia, the victor over Tech and 
twice victor over Mercer, was now cham- 
pion of the state. But the lst game of 
the season was still to come. Immedi- 
ately after the Georgia-Mercer games 
Tech came to Athens, and King Solo- 
mon went in the box. Thére was noth- 
ing doing for Georgia. Myddleton was 
easy for the visitors and the red and 
black went down in defeat, the fourth 
of the season, by the score of 10 to 5. 
Thus Georgia and Tech had an equal 
claim to the championship of the state, 
as the deciding game was never played. 

In many other states champtionship 
contests will be waged. Awburn and Ala- 
bama will fight it out for the champion- 
ship of Alabame. As a general thing 
Alabama gets away with the baseball end 
of the season, while Auburn wins in 
football. Last year the order was re- 
versed in so far that Alabama defeated 
her old foe in football. It may be that 
Auburn will manage to get the better 
of her foe in baseball thig year. On 
form, however, Alabama will win. 

In South Carolina the two colleges 
which should play for the championship 
of the state will not meet. This is the 
result of the blacklisting of South Caro- 
lina, which will prevent her. meeting 
Clemson. Clemson will, however, meet 
Wofford in two ganiés. 

Florida State sollege {s after the Flori- 
da pennant and at present seems to be 
in good shape to win out. This team 
hae met and defeated the Florida uni- 
versity In one game and has won several 
Other contests. 

In Tennessee the race will be a hot one. 
Vanderbilt will play two other teams in 
that state, Sewanee and Cumberland. 

Cumberland will play all the colleges in 
the state, Vanderbilt, Sewanee, Nash- 
Ville and Tennessee. If she wins these 
games she can claim the championship 
of the state. Sewanee meets all opposing 
Tennessee teams and if victory falls to 
her colors will also have a right to the 
title. She plays Cumberland, Vander- 
bilt, Tennessee and Nashville. TennesSee 
lines up against Cumberland, Sewanee 
and Nashville. The race in this state 
will be a close one. 

Altogether the prospects for good ball 
in the southern colleges are splendid.

Put it over first one 
time and over third the next. Tap it— 
just meet it, and let it drop out of reach.

/ most Wholly Insig- 
nificant. 


New York, March 14—-The long expected 
decision in the Northern Securities case 
resulted in a feverish and halting stock 
market today. The fluctuations were 
constant and iIrrégular, and the volume 
of business was much increased over 
the recently prevailing daily average, The 
action of the market, however, was not 
conclusive in deciding the question wheth- 
er the decision of the court had al- 
ready been discounted in the market dur- 
ing the long periag since it has been 
the subject of @iscussion amd an iiflu- 
ence on the market operations. The fact 
that thy decisiqg, reaffirms a state of 
things which had already been establish- 
ed by. the lower court in the case, as 
well as the closeness with which it con- 
forms to the expectation held tor some 
time by the financial community, even 
to the proportions in which the court 
divided, indicate that Whatever prepara- 
tions have been made tor the decision 
Will not have to be modified. ‘the ac- 
tion of the market seems to show that 
there was no great speculative account 
Gpen on the decision beyond such smal] 
trading as has ‘been done each week, only 
to be cloSed up as g00n as the session 
of the court revealed a further post- 
ponement. Jn today’s market traders of 
this class had set about covering their 
short contracts before noon, having come 
to # bellef that anoth@s potsponement 
Was to be made. The announcement vf 
the actual decision caused a sharp break, 
but prices subsequently rallied to the 
highest of the day, which was well above 
Saturday's level. The evidence of sup- 
port in Northern Securities stock itself 
Un the curb helped to rally the general 
market, The subsequent feverish fiuc- 
tuations seemed largely due to the tentae 
tive efforts of traders to find the preva- 
lent tendency of the market. ‘The ten- 
dency became more distinctly down- 
Ward as the sweeping character of the 
decision began to come clear from the 
constantly published bulleéins. All sources 
of news were besieged with extraordinary 
Cagerness, showing the great degree of 
interest in the decision, not only tn the 
financial district, but amongst the law- 
yers'’ offices. , 

The tenor of the comment was ttaken 
rathes to mean that the large interests 
concerned were not likely to take precip- 
itate stock market action of the strength 
of hasty bulletins by telegraph. The 
quiet? and dullness into which the mar- 
ket fell late in the day, after the bulle- 
tins had brought tthe last of the opinions 
as they were read, tended to confirm an 
impression that the necessary adjustment 
to the conditions formed by the decision 
had been largely made before its de- 
livery. The day’s net changes in prices 
were glmost wholly insignificant in size 
and the market became practically inac- 
tive at the last. Other influences were 
ignored. These were renewed pressure 
upon Metropolitan Street Railway, the 
United States Steel Corporation’s annual 
report, an improved tone of speculation 
in foreign markets and a rather more 
hopeful tone of railroad traffic officials 
over the outlook for new business.
